The usual routine of the monthly 
library 
board 
m eeting 
yesterday 
aftern o o n was broken by the presen ­ 
tation of the Rushville council of 
K nights of* Columbus of a magnifi­ 
cent set o f the Catholic eneylopedia. 
The presentation speech w as made 
by the Rev. M. \Y. Lyons. 
The en- 
cylopedia, which consists of fifteen 
large volumes besides an index vol­ 
ume, is viewed a s one o f the big­ 
gest achievem ents of recent times in 
book-making. 


The usual m onthly report of the 
librarian w as beard. It showed that 
1,786 books were loaned from the 
Rushville library during the mouth 
of M arch which is a daily average 
of sixtv-cight books. 
N inety-seven 
new volumes were placed 
on 
the 
shelves during the month m aking a 
total of 2,976 in the library. Enough 
more have been p urchased to m ake 
the num ber above the three thousand 
m ark. 
Several new books, co n sist­ 
ing o f fiction and children's wor*k-, 
were purch ased during M arch. 


There are sixteen million w ords in 
the volume» of the* Catholic encyclo­ 
pedia, trea tin g thirty thousand su b ­ 
ject». 
T here arc m ore than 
three 
thousand 
illustrations. 
including 
m any exquisite reproductions of the 
“Old M asters." and sixty-six m aps 
in the encyclopdia. 
Every article is 
original, it i» stated, and there are 
sixteen hundred 
contributors 
re p ­ 
resenting fo rty -th re e countries. 


lu presenting the volumes the Rev. 
Mr. Lyons explained that the en ­ 
cyclopedia is to be found 
on 
the 
shelves of every im portant library, 
but understanding that the funds a t 
the disposal of the library here are 
limited, the local members o f th e 
Knights o f Columbus took pleasure 
in donating the set. 


Their purpose was to place be­ 
fore the public au th o rtativ e i n f o r m ­ 
ation on the entire cycle o f C a t h o ­ 
lic interests, action and 
doctrine. 
It i» not exclusively a church ency­ 
clopedia, since its chronicle of the 
achievem ents of 
Catholic 
artists, 
scientists and 
educators 
touches 
upon the story o f the whole intel- 
lectual and artistic development of 
m ankind, he declared. 
A ttention w as called to the fa c t 
th a t special pride is taken in the 
spirit 
o f 
fairness 
which runs 
through ail tile pages. 
The denom ­ 
inational press h as been unanimous 
in praising this saving feature. 
Concluding his 
rem arks 
F a th e r 
Lyons expressed the hope th a t free 
use of the encyclopedia would he 
m ade by stu d en ts o f 
h isto ry ;

Germans are firing shells 
marked 
“Made in the United States” against 
the British. 
They have been doing 
so ever since the American military 
attaches were withdrawn from Ger­ 
many. 
It is understood generally that the 
American attaches were withdrawn 
because the Germans were repeatedly 
calling to their attention 
the 
fact 
thut Russians were using Americans 
shells. 
The 
situation, 
therefore, 
became so embarrassing to the a t­ 
taches with the German army that 
they found it necessary to leave. 
Almost as soon as 
attaches de­ 
parted from German British army 
officers began to note the Germans 
were using shells apparently of Am­ 
erican manufacturers. These hear the 
mark “R. Stock & Co.” There is a 
sufficiently large collection of these 
shells at British headquarters 
to 
establish the fact that the Germans 
possess a considerable 
supply 
of 
these 
supposed 
American 
shells 
Whether 
the 
Germans 
are us­ 
ing them so as to indicate to the En­ 
glish that their navy is not prevent­ 
ing the 
shipment 
of ammunition 
from the United States to Germany 
or whether the intention is to create 
criticism of the United 
States 
in 
England are questions yet unsolved. 
There is no doubt that the ship­ 
ment of ammunition from the United 
S ta te s to Germany ended almost as 
soon as the war started owing to the 
activity of the English fleet. 
The 
shells the Germans are now using 
either were sold to Germany before 
the war or were not made in the Uni­ 
ted States, hut have been falsely 
labeled.

Tho gaseous envelope of atm os­ 
pheric air surrounding the earth is 
the medium in which we have to live 
and it bears the same relation to the 
human fam ily as the waters of the 
globe to the order o f fishes. 
Th'e air 
and water are essential to the life 
as much a factor 
to man 
as 
the 
quality of water to the tish. 
This 
normal atmosphere air exerts on our 
bodies a definite dynam ic force or 
physical pressure of 14.7 pounds on 
every square inch o f our bodies, if 
we live at or near the sea level, and 
the higher up we go this atm ospheric 
pressure diminishes 
until 
on 
the 
heights o f the Rockies it is probably 
two pounds less. 
The normal pres­ 
sure at sea level is indicated by the 
barometer as 30 (in ch es), and it de­ 
creases by an established seale as it 
ascends 
these 
mountain 
heights. 
Most persons know that ascents of 
mountainous 
peaks, 
thousands 
of 
feet above sea level results in mark­ 
ed physical distress, difficult breath­ 
ing general depression at the sum ­ 
mits, and in extrem e cases bleeding 
at the nose and even from tho lungs 
due to 
this 
lessened 
atm ospheric 
pressure. 
Just so it happens that 
when the barometer is “low ” for a 
considerable period, say a drop from 
30, the normal gtiagc, to 29 or below 
when storm y or dull weather ensues, 
we get the analogous effect imper­ 
ceptibly, but in an appreciable de­ 
gree; for it has happened that a de­ 
finite m easure o f atm ospheric pres­ 
sure is released from our bodies ami 
naturally there follow s n dislocation 
of our normal balance. 
The average 
adult man sustains on every plea­ 
sant day an atm ospheric pressure o f 
about 14 tons at sea level, when the 
barometer reads at 30 hiu! a drop of 
an inch or more, to 29 and below 
practically takes off half a ton or 
more of his load to which he is a c­ 
custom ed 
Paradoxically, instead o f 
feeling lighter and freer man feels 
its disturbing depressing effect on 
his tissues. 
He has to become ad­ 
justed to this alteration from normal 
tensity to one o f unusual relaxation 
and while it is slow in ts m anifesta­ 
tions, as barom eteric changes are 
generally gradual, yet the effect in 
m iniature is like going up to a great 
height on 
a mountain 
range.

nor fatal, but the relaxed condition

Congressman Lewis is a great be- 


liever in the possibilities of the post 
office and his present pet idea is the 
postalizatiou of the telenhone

telegraph. 
Commenting on the ad- 


vocacy of this move by Postmaster 
Burleson, he said the other day.
